| Reports on Time 


Changes made at the regular ses- 
sion of the general assembly last sum- 


»mer in the law regarding printing of 
annual reports of various state de- 
partments, have rendered it practical- 
ly impossible for many of them to 
comply, according to a statement giv- 
en out Wednesday afternoon by Secre- 
tary of State-S. Cuyt McLendon. 
The change referred to, which is in 
the general appropriations act, pro- 
vides that annual reports must be 
sumitted to the governor, and dupli- 
cates placed in the hands of the state 
printer within sixty days after the 
close of the period covered. Previous- 


hefore convening of the legislature in 
its regular summer session. 


Time is too Short. 
It will be immpossible for many de- 


ports upon a vast mass of detail, to 
complete them within the sixty days, 
said Mr. McLendon. The new law al- 
so provides that reports shall be con- 
densed in much greater degree than 
heretofore, which, says the secretary, 
also involves much more work. The 
reports in future are all to em- 
bodied 
stead of in seperate volume, except 
where the printing commission unan- 
imously votes otherwise. A 

Secretary McLendon stated that he

Sulphur, in the popular mind, is a 
sort of skin sarsaparilla. But when 
taken internally, so far as we know, 
sulphur has but one effect. It is a 
mild laxative; it has no effect what- 
ever on the blood, impurities peop!e 
eagerly imagine in the blood, or mor- 
bid conditions of the skin. Sulphur 
got the sarsaparilla reputation by do 
ing such noble service in curing the 
itch, seables, which probably circn- 
lated as freely among our immediate 
ancestors as some far worse diseases 
do among us. But whenever sulphur 
did any good in the itch it was ap- 
plied to the skin, the itch being purely 
a parasitic infestation of the skin, the 
sulphur killing or seriously injuring 
the health of the parasite, the itch 
— in the skin. 

ulphur is excreted by the skin— 
a fact which might seem to weaken 
the arguments I have just unwound. 
It. is normally excreted by the skin 
of a healthy person. The presence of 
sulphur or a sulphur compceund in the 
sweat or the sebum account for th 
blackening or discoloration of some 
articles of jewelry which contains 
some silver or other metal in allay. 
for sulphur even in the form of food 
tarnishes some metals. This phenom- 
enon therefore indicates neither poor 
jewelry nor “too much acid,” in the 
system nor bad health of any kind. 

Another excellent recipe or formula 
containing sulphur may be used either 
for excessive oiliness of the face or 
as a sort of dry shampoo for the head 
when the hair is too oily. It consists 
simply of a powder containing about 
one part of precipitated sulphur 
(which is perhaps the purest and most 
finely powdered form of sulphur) and 
four parts of talcum powder. Any 
popular scented talcum powder may 
be used if preferred for the purpose 
of covering the slight odor of sulphur. 
Such pawder is excellent to apply to 
the face after a soap and water scrub 
or an alcoholic mopping.

“We reached Chateau-Thierry at 
dusk in a drizzling downpour of rain 
and stood with streaming eyes and 
saddened hearts in front of the se- 
verely plain monument erected in 
memory of the American soldiers. It 
is far more touching, I thought, than 
even the cemetery at Romagne, where 
so many of ‘our boys’ are buried, It 
seemed so far away and lonely some- 
how and so typical, for it was so di- 
rect and plain and had the little in- 
scription ‘In God We Trust’ and to 
the memory of the American soldiers 
who died for France. We spent the 
night at Kheims. 

“You cannot imagine. anything so 
strange as to be in a town in which 
every building is being constructed. 
Of course, we visited the beautiful 
cathedral, so shamefully destroyed by 
the Germans, and I loved the statue 
of Joan-of Arc in front of the cathe- 
dral, beautiful and untouched by shells 
or bullets. We went all through La 
Poupelle, the fort crowning the hills 
outside Rheims. I loved Verdun and 
its gay little hotel calling itself ‘Le 
Valiant Rooster,’ with fighting cocks 
drawn all over the walls, emblazoued 
on the china, and wovenin the flam- 
ing red carpet in high yellow, and 
understood just why the Gallie cock 
has its reputation for intrepidity. 
Verdun is immortalized and glorious, 
and well may France be proud of the 
spirit which saved it. I wished for 
you at Brussels, for you would have 
loved -it just as I did, even a little 
moré than Paris, perhaps, but after 
all. Paris is Paris, and offers much 
of the grace of life, as I said just 
now, The reason I eall it the ‘Land 
of Leisure’ is because we never hurry. 
If we take an omnibus, we first must 
draw our numbers from little holders 
on the lamp-post where the bus stops.

Los Angeles, December 12.—Presi- 
dent Coolidge’s message to congress 
was labelled “a counsel for dorman- 
ey,’ and his epposition io a bonus 
‘ior ex-service men characterized a* 
a summary dismissal of ‘‘just claims 
for consideration,” in an address by 
Wililam Gibbs McAdoo _ before the 
Democratic Luncheon club and 
Women’s Demccratic league here to- 
day. ‘The former director general of 
railroads derided the president’s prv- 
posal for a voiuntary consolidatiort® of 
these systems of trans ‘ation as a@ 
“seven-year itch for reduced freight 
and passenger rates, with no assur- 
ance of relief at the end of the trial,” 
telling his hearers that ‘“‘what is 
neeced is not seven years of delay, 
but action.” 

“The resident's message,” satd 
Mr. McAdoo, in part, “is largely a 
counsel of dormancy. Nowhere is 
there the stimulating call of progress. 
The world is in commotion and vital 
domestic problems press upon us for 
solution, but no effective program is 
offered for the alleviation or correc- 
tion of domestic ills, nor is encour- 
agement given for invigorating inter- 
national policies, which will reopen 
world markets for our surplus pred- 
ucts, tend to promte econcmic stabili- 
ty or encourage peace and tranquillity 
between nations. 

First Proposed by Harris. 

“The most affirmative part of the 
president's message is the recommen- 
dation of tax reduction. ‘The whole 
country favors tax reduction. The 
democratic party has stood consist 
ently for it since the signing of the 
armistice, and should cooperate. with- 
out regard to partisan considerations 
in uny effort tc ease the tax burdn.
